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ABSTRACT 

The present paper resulting out of intensive survey of Katchal Island during the years 
1974 to 1977, enumerates 340 species of Angiosperms, Ferns and Gymnosperms which were 
not recorded earlier from this island and collected by the author. The critical study of the 
species yielded many interesting species of which 8 species are new records for India and 8 
species are new records for Andaman and Nicobar Islands. 


The Katchal island belongs to the Nico¬ 
bar group of islands in Bay of Bengal situ¬ 
ated in between Car Nicobar and Great 
Nicobar at 93° 19' to 93° 28' E longitudes 
and 7 0 52' to 8° 01' N latitude. It is about 
364 kms from Port Blair and about 128 kins 
from Great Nicobar. This island comprises 
of an area of 100 sq. kms and is of rugged, 
hilly terrain culminating in a small peak 
the Blue Hill in East Bay with an altitude 
°f 193 m above m.s.l. The coast is uneven 
and indented at several places showing nu¬ 
merous bays and creeks. Among the streams 
there is only one flowing from east to north¬ 
wards. 

A perusal of the literature dealing with 
the flora of Andaman and Nicobar islands 
reveals that there had never been in the 
past any systematic investigation on the 
flora of Katchal, except that of Kurz. The 
first major contribution to the flora of 
Katchal island was by Kurz when he pub¬ 
lished his sketch on the vegetation of the 
entire Nicobar Islands including Katchal in 
J. As. Soc. Bengal 45 (3) : 105-164. 1876. 

Geologically this island is characterised 
by the presence of alluvial deposits and 
plutonic rocks. Polycistine clay covers the 
greater part of this island. According to 


H. Rink of the Danish expedition, the Ni¬ 
cobar islands belong to the tertiary age. 

The soil of Katchal is sandy loam to clay¬ 
ey loam and is suitable for Rubber planta¬ 
tion. Vast areas of virgin forests near Mild- 
era have been cleared for the plantation of 
Rubber. 

The island enjoys a warm, tropical humid 
climate throughout the year. There is not 
much variation of temperature which ranges 
from 25°-30°C. The average rainfall amount 
to 290 cm per year. Rainfall data for the 
years 1969 to 1975 are given below. 

VEGETATION AND FLORISTIC COMPOSITION 

The vegetation of Katchal island can 
broadly be classified into 

(i) Mangrove forests 

(ii) Beach forests 

(iii) Littoral forests 

(iv) Inland evergreen forests. 

The floristic elements that constitute the 
different types of vegetation are briefly des¬ 
cribed below: 

(i) Mangrove forests ; The coast line of 
Katchal, viz. West Bay and East Bay is 
very irregular thereby giving rise to a num¬ 
ber of tidal creeks. These creeks and bays 
extend to very large areas. The mangroves 
develop well in areas which are inundated 
by saline water during high tides.

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The mangroves are of gregarious type and 
cover a large area in W. Bay of Katchal and 
are largely composed of only a few species. 
The most important and dominant plants 
are Rhizophora mucronata } Bruguiera gym- 
notrniza, Leriops tagal } Excoccaria agallo- 
cha and Nypa fruticans. 

(ii) Beach forests : Plants growing along 
the beach constitute the beach forests. The 
noteworthy feature of this forest is the varie¬ 
ty of trees, shrubs and climbers. In the shady 
beach, found all along the coast, the fore¬ 
ground is covered by Ipomaea pes-caprae 
and Lassytha filiformis. Behind this dense 
growth of Scaevola taccada, Ximenia ameri- 
cana ) Cnnum asialicum, Caesalpinia bondu- 
cdlla and Destnodium umbellatum are 
found. The tree layer is composed of Bar - 
ringtonia asiatica, Pongamia pinnata, Calo- 
phyllum inophyllum, Thespesia populnea 
and bleritiera littoralis. The trees are heavi¬ 
ly iadden with epiphytes. The principal 
species are Drynaria quercifolia, Antrophy- 
um callifolium, Pyrosia adnascens, Dendro- 
biuin anceps and Pholidota imbricata. 

(iii) Littoral forests : The littoral forests 
lie behind the beach forest and stretch for 
some distance into the interior. During the 
tides the forest floor is inundated with sea 
water. Areca catechu and Calamus spp. 
are the dominant species of tidal forests. 
Among the notable tree species the follow¬ 
ing deserve special mention namely Gnetum 
gnemon, Ochrosia borbonica, Ardisia solan- 
aceae, Tabernaemontana crispa and Baccau- 
rea javanica. 

(iv) Tropical evergreen forests : The high 
temperature, heavy rainfall and virgin soil 
are the chief factors responsible for luxuri¬ 
ant growth of evergreen forests. The forests 
are characterised by dense vegetation with 
a variety of trees, shrubs and climbers. The 
dominant trees in the evergreen forests are 
Codiocarpus andamanica, Hemicyclia suma- 
trana, Myristica glaucescens, Horsfieldia 
glabra t Myristica irya, Buchanania acumin- 
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at a, Dacryodes rugosa, Linociera ramiflora, 
etc. 

The present survey conducted during the 
years 1974 to 1977 has yielded a total num¬ 
ber of 340 species which include angios- 
perms, gymnosperms and ferns. All these 
species which have been reported by Kurz 
from Katchal have been deleted. 

The plants have been carefully identified 
with the help of authentic specimens housed 
in the Central National Herbarium and the 
literature available in Botanical Survey of 
India, Port Blair. The following data are 
given for each species—locality, altitude, 
date of collection, in flower or fruit, field 
No. and points of interest if any. The spe¬ 
cies under each family are arranged in 
alphabetical order. New records of species 
are marked with an asterisk. The specimens 
are deposited in Andaman and Nicobar 
Circle herbarium of Botanical Survey of 
India at Port Blair (PBL). The author him¬ 
self is the collector of all specimens cited in 
this paper and hence only the field number 
is given under each species.
